under certain obligations. 
Those officials who have not been 
ager to see Mexico join in the war 
do not object to seeing General Car­ 
ranza supplied with money, but they

undernourishment” in the gn at con­ 
suming centers. The speculator, it is 
declared, Is taking a large part of the 
prices now paid by consumers.

consumer,” concludes

The report, In the form of a letter 
to the president, was issued through 
the public information committee with

TEMPERATURE IN BRYAN 
1091-2 DEGREES TUES. 


Waco, Texas, 
July 
l l . —Crawford 
Glass arrived in Waco Tuesday after 
an exciting sea voyage to France and 
return. 
The ship in which he sailed 
was twice torpedoed by German sub­ 
marines and was finally compelled to 
put into a foreign port for repairs. 
At a French port it was Glass’ privi­ 
lege to witness the arrival of one con 
Unbent of Pershing’s force of United 
States army regulars. 
Mere words, 
declares Glass, will never be adequate 
to describe the reception 
accorded 
the Americans. 
On his return trip Glass witnessed 
the torpedoing of the Virginia and 
was part of the crew which assisted 
sailors of that ship in beaching their 
boat to prevent sinking. 
Glass confirms statem ents of atroc­ 
ities of Germans in Belgium by re­ 
counting sights he saw’ of Belgian boy 
refuge* -s with arms severed at 
the 
shoulder, mutilated by German 
sol­ 
diers to prevent future military serv 
ice. 


Petrograd, July ll.—According to a tele­ 
gram received from the general staff the pursuit 
of the enemy in Galicia continues. The capture 
of Halicz, the strategic key to the city of Lemberg, 
is confirmed. 
The Russians have taken many 
prisoners and more than thirty guns. 
Halicz, eighty-three miles southeast of Lemberg, on the 
Dniester River, is an important railroad junction and the most 
important key to the Galician capital. 
It is eighteen miles north 
of Stanisiau and about eight miles north of Jezupol, captured by 
the Russian under General Korniloff, Sunday. The fall of Halicz 
was presaged by the success of the Russians in breaking the Aus> 
tro-German line between that town and Stanisiau and in driving 
the Austro-Germans to the Lomnica River, which enters the 
Dniester a short distance above Halicz. 
Halicz was the center of much heavy fighting last August and 
September after the Russians had captured Bukowina and ware 
attempting to reach Lemberg. 
Stanisiau was captured by the 
Russians in August, but they tailed to take Halicz after engaging 
in furious battles at Mariampoi and Monasterzyska and forcing 
the Austro-Germans to retire between the Zlota-Lipa and the 
Dniester. 
In September Halicz was bombarded by the Russian 
artillery, but attempts to storm the town were unsuccessful. 
The fall of Halicz probably will mean that the Austro-Ger­ 
mans must retire from the present line along the Zlota-Lipa from 
northeast of Halicz, through Brzezany and Zlochoff, to Brody, in 
order to protect Lemberg. The next line in the rear of the Zlota- 
Lipa is Gnila-Lipa.

The Eagle's Candidate for Governor 


"The people of Texas are not going to put the office of governor up at 
auction and sell It to the highest bidder next year; they are going to elect 
flbeir governor.” says the Cameron Herald, with which we cannot fully 
agree, because the 600,000 voters in this state have not each confided to us 
what he is going to do about it. 
But we know what we would like to see. 
Our choice of a governor would be a man of education, culture and refine­ 
ment, good taste and, in fact, possessing all the modernized qualities of the 
old southern gentleman, backed up by about 1,060 stable gentlemen of tile 
state who would furnish the money for his campaign that he might enjoy 
the slight emoluments of the office for his own use. 
Texas, let it be re­ 
membered, is a state having an area as large as Germany, and it costs like 
the dickens to make an honest campaign in such an area, and considerably 
more to make a crooked campaign. 
Very few men are rich enough to under­ 
take it, and they should not for the good of the state be e xpected to spend 
more in getting the office than they can possibly by honest means get out 
of It. 
Really, the salary should be three times what it is, but as it is not, 
we cannot increase it and can only do the next best thing, which is to form 
a real organization behind the candidate, pay his bills and put him into 
Office purely as a modernized representative of the type of men who ruled 
in the good old days before the war. 
Such men are to be found, but they 
are not seeking this office because the financial sacrifices are greater than 
they can afford, knowing their obligations to their families and the state 
aa private citizens. 
When located they will be found to be statesmen and 
not politicians, cultured, refined and just, clear-headed and endowed with 
high ideals, strict in many ways and perhaps impractical at times, and occa­ 
sionally the unwitting tools of designing politicians, but forgivable because 
we know that their hearts are in the right place. 
Doubtless young men 
could be found who would measure up to these requirements and at the 
same time be so skilled in business they would be wary enough to avoid the 
pitfalls in the pathways of those whose heads are carried too loftily in the 
clouds. 
No individual is in mind in the making of these suggestions, and we 
woald not want to nominate anyone, preferring to leave that to the thou­ 
sand or more men who would furnish the financial backing for the cam­ 
paign. 
However, it is quite possible that such a man may be made avail­ 
able and if he does come forward, steps should be taken immediately to 
prevent him from expending more than a nominal sum for his campaign, 
while those who give him financial backing should not only be willing to 
make public their names, but do so in the democratic spirit of making 
everything clean and above board so that there could be no criticism. 
In 
short, we would like to see a man of the stamp of Woodrow Wilson put 
before the people and his campaign financed much as was that of Mr, Wil­ 
son, that is, by the people who would give him support. 
It is the only way 
to have a clean campaign and a clean administration, free of entangling 
•m inces. 


On Getting Better Acquainted 


By this time tomorrow great numbers of country people will have come, 
tasted and been satisfied, we hope, with the hospitality of the city folks. 
It Would have been a great mistake for the city folks to have for a moment 
thought of declining the chance to entertain the country people at a barbe­ 
cue and singing convention, because it is the one big opportunity to get 
even for all the nice things the country folks have done to us in times past. 
The country folks have come to town and bought our dry goods and gro­ 
ceries, shoes and feed, drank our ice water and stabled their horses in our 
free wagon yard. 
But when it came right down to having a social good 
tilnu together on a city lot it has never happened here before. 
It has al­ 
ways happened under a country grove somewhere, because the country folks 
Hire that way of doing best and so do we. 
We Bryan folks were never 
given the chance before to show just how hospitable we could be and how 
kindly we felt toward the country people. 
Good roads and automobiles in the country are making suburbanites 
of these country folks, 
lf there ever was any difference between them aud 
us it was a m atter largely of clothes and manner of speech. 
Our hearts 
and ambitions are the same. 
We perhaps had a little more polish from 
having been rubbed closer together. 
It requires rubbing to produce a pol­ 
ish, you know, and the country folks have not had much opportunity to rub 
against one another; that is, they did not have until good roads and auto­ 
mobiles came to their aid. 
And now they ride around over the good roads 
in their automobiles and they cannot be told by their appearance from city 
folk?. 
They are getting the polish that comes from rubbing against other 
folk? frequently. 
And that is why we want to urge more good roads, more paved streets, 
more cement sidewalks and cheaper automobiles. 
We guess that ninety 
per cent of the differences in the world are due to lack of acquaintance 
with our neighbors who live Just a little bit distant. 
Were we to write a 
poem it would be on the need of closer fellowship between ourselves and 
the man who lives just over the hill. 
It is a good maxim to “get acquainted 
with your neighbor; you might like him.” 
Living off by ourselves we get 
funny notions about things, and do not grasp the necessity of give and take 
in order to maintain a perpetual peace in the community and on beyond. 
We who live too much alone are nervous and irritable when disturbed by 
people about, whereas when there is a big family the mother and father 
are almost deaf to the consequent confusion of tongues and tangles and 
wrangles. 
We get accustomed to living close to one another and make 
altovuuceB and our neighbors are expected to make allowances for us. 
We 
must have certain rules for living in order that nobody shall overstep onto 
the rights of his neighbor, and when we conform to these rules we get 
along in peace and harmony and have a life of happiness because we live 
with our neighbors. 
We cannot get really closely acquainted with our neighbors unless we 
get tote frequent communication with them .We have spoken of the social 
influence of good roads and automobiles, but the telephone is also a big 
assistant Id bringing people closer together. 
No home should be without 
a telephone just for the development of the social side of life, to say noth­ 
ing of the business side und the convenience in every way. 
In order to pur­ 
sue happiness to its lair and put it in captivity we must use every method 
science and thought can evolve for getting better acquainted with our 
neighbors far and near. 
Fifty years ago the people of Bryan scarcely knew 
anybody beyond a circle circumscribe d^by a day's ride by horse vehicle. 
Now there is scarcely a city in all this state, a state as big as the whole of 
Germany, in which many of us have not intimate friends, friends whom we 
visit at times and who come to visit us. 
Modern science has eliminated 
distance and has developed a sociability it is well to cultivate to the ut­ 
most. 
We all have sung the Sunday school song, "We shall know each 
other better there," and the only improvement we could suggest on It is 
that we should know each other better here and save a lot of valuable time 
in waiting to get acquainted. 


Divine Purpose in United States of A merica 


Those who are seeking to know the divine will may, perhaps, find it in 
tho history of the I uitcd States. 
Most histories begiu with the statement 
that Columbus discovered America in the year I CCL 
Recent archacoicgista 
have traced human history back 6,000 years or more. 
Thus, this continent 
existed 8.500 years without the most advanced puppies, those settled about 
the Mediterranean sea, knowing anything about it. 
And yet there were 
human beings, people, here. 
How long they had been here remains a mys­ 
tery. 
Their presence had never been communicated to the peoples of other 
continents and they had advanced little in the direction of civilization, as 
far as has betu determined. 
There was a civilization ti the link that con­ 
nects the two continents, but it was not the civilization of the Europeans 
or even those who had preceded them iii the history makiug of the world. 
What clvlUxal'on there had been had given place to savagery, aud only 
savages inhabited the western hemisphere. 
“God works iu a mysterious way his wonders to perform.” 
Why was 
the very existence of the western hemisphere kept from the knowledge of 
the eastern hemisphere? 
And even after that knowledge was obtained, 
why was a century or more allowed to elapse before the eastern hemisphere 
began to develop the western? 
Prior to the ministry of Christ the world was generally ruled by selfish­ 
ness, individual and national. 
No war was ever prosecuted for a high prin­ 
ciple. 
it was ever to gain territory or a woman, as In the case of the Tro­ 
jan conflict. 
Something selfish always actuated those old time warriors, 
ju st as selfishness is the motive power behind the Germans today. 
The 
w ar of the G erm ans is as typical In principle us if it had been conducted 
8,#00 years ago. 
In the centuries that followed the death of ( brist the 
spirit of C hristianity was only occasionally grasped by an individual, and 
the church of th a t day was seeking more worldly aggrandizement than It 
wee the Inculcation of spiritual principles. 
The world tulud simply had to 
te made over. 
A fresh s ta rt had to be made In Home manner, and that 
cam e when Galileo declared the world round aud Columbus, convinced that 


he was correct ic his deductions, fared forth to the west, not to discover 
a continent but a short route to the Indies. 
The trend of thought in Europe, 
then as now the dominating continent of the old world, was beginning to 
change and some glimpse of the true meaning of Christianity was beginning 
to be realized. 
It was along about this time that Luther and Calvin led 
the way for independent thinking alohg religious lines and, once that break 
was made, it was not many centuries until man gave himself the right to 
think independently on all subjects. 
In the reformation that took place in 
Europe just preceding and Just after the days of Columbus there was born 
th© idea of individual freedom. 
Nationally, it 
was 
three 
centuries 
later before it was given impetus, although the leaven was spreading con­ 
stantly all the time. 
The first national revolt came on July 4, 1776, when 
the American colonies declared themselves free of Great Britain, 
When the time came to establish a real government it was based on 
the idea of individual freedom as expressed in the declaration of indepen­ 
dence. 
Upon that expression the United States of America grew and has 
become, in 111 years, one of the most powerful nations on the globe and 
the chief exponent of the principles that underlie Christianity. 
Why is 
this? 
Does it not seem that there was divine guidance, divine purpose would 
perhaps be a better expression, in the founding of the American repuolic 
having for its basic principle individual freedom to think and act in con­ 
sonance with other free individuals? 
Here ave are today, the chief expo­ 
nent of individual freedom, pitted against the chief exponent of organized 
selfishness of the ancient world. 
The American continent seems to have 
been held back from the remainder of the world for the sole purpose of 
establishing in the world this Christian principle of a brotherhood of man 
while the old world recognized no brotherhood whatever except that for 
selfish and worldly aggrandizement. 
The democratic principle Is fun.la 
mentally the Christian principle of “love ye one another.” 
The democratic 
principle contemplates the erection of a nation wherein every man shall 
have equal chances, according to his ability, with every other man, 
And 
that Is the principle Christ laid down. 
Every man must be as a brother to 
every other man. 
Christ was a Jew. 
He was a Jew from both birth and principle, 
lie 
adhered to the Jewish form of worship. 
He attacked the grafting scribes 
and rabbis and hair splitters whenever occasion demanded, just as wre at­ 
tack the grafters in our cities and states these days. 
He was a good 
fighter for the right. 
But he was too advanced for his own people. 
They 
could not comprehend, instructed as they had been for years by the hair­ 
splitting rabbis and scribes, any more than the Germans of today under­ 
stand after a half century of persistent misinstruction that the state Is su­ 
preme aud ail must bow to the state and do for the state regardless of wrhat 
tho effect on other peoples. 
Their principle is that whatever is for Ger­ 
many is bound to be right. 
But we see the Jews coming into their own 
through this war, and coming by way of the United States of America, 
it 
was the United States that gave them recognition as men equal politically 
with other men. 
Other nations have followed. 
The Jew is becoming a 
strong factor in world affairs, and it is not unlikely th at he will come into 
his own in Palestine directly as a result of this war. 
Already discussion 
to that end is being expressed. 
It was Christ who said that he came not to destroy the law of the Jews. 
lie was always quoting the scriptures or making reference to them. 
He 
upheld the God of the fathers In all things. 
He was true to his religion, 
the religion He has handed down to us and which furnished us a founda­ 
tion principle of government. 
Hence, when He said that He would come 
‘..gain, did He mean that He would actually appear, or that His principles 
would prevail and that these should rule the earth? 
Many of the prophe­ 
cies of the Bible have come true lf we but read them aright. 
Christ said, 
prior to His ascension, that He would send the comforter, the holy spirit. 
What spirit more holy could there be than the complete fellowship of man, 
such as has come in part and is likely to follow in full after this war? 
We 
knowr the world has been made smaller by the railroad, steamship, tele­ 
graph, cable, wireless and aeroplane and automobile. 
Why? 
Is not there 
a divine 
purpose in it? Is it not possible that we are being drawn closer 
together 
that wo may know each other better and therefore have less 
caules for strife and jealousy? 
Ignorance of each other is the chief cause 
ot dissension. 
From whence has come this closer union of the world peoples? 
From 
the United Stater, of America, the first exponent of individual liberty that 
carries with it the corollary that one must live in peace with his neighbor. 
Destroy 
individual and national selfishness and we have the milleninm 
close at 
hand. 
Does It not seem, then, that God’s will has been expressed 
In these United States of America from the very beginning?

| Eden and hunting up old Masonic and

Of the members of 
' his company who went to war he has 
found here John Ferguson, 
George 
! Fullerton and Columbus Shones, who 
with himself make four out of ono 
j hundred and fifty men. 
But of the 
forty-six nfembers of 
the 
Masonic 
J lodge who were here at the outbreak 
j of the war between the states he hsa 
been unable to locate a single one. 
■The court house and Jail at Boon­ 
ville at that time were built of logs, 
and while It was quite a substantial 
affair it w’as not always strong enough 
to hold prisoners who sincerely and 
earnestly sought liberty. 
Mr. Martin 
recalled a man by jthe name of M 1111- 
gin, who was incarcerated in those 
days In the fifties for some serious 
crime. One night he got away 
and 
has never since been heard from. It 
was always suspected that he had out­ 
side assistance, and the possession of 
a fine, big negro man, valued In those 
days of slavery at about $1500, came 
into the possession of a man well 
known for his love of gain and lack 
of principle. 
This negro had former 
ly belonged to the man who escaped. 
Tho outside assistants sold all 
his 
slaves in the earlier days of the war, 
exchanging them for gold, so that he 
sustained no losses as a result of the 
war, but lam e out of It a rich man. 
He Indicated wonderful foresight and 
shrewdness in doing so, but was not 
regarded popularly as being very pa­ 
triotic.

smokestack seventy-five feet high and 
costing several hundred dollars, be­ 
sides necessitating the digging of a 
basement and putting a 
foundation 
under the court house at that point 
that would cost several hundred dol­ 
lars more. 
The suggestion has been 
made that a cheap boiler house be 
erected on the Jail lot and the steam 
pipes carried underground to the court 
house, at a total cost 
considerably 
less than these plans propose. 
The 
painting and plastering Job on the 
court house runs up in 
excess 
of 
$3,000, the 
building 
never 
having 
been painted inside or out since it 
was built, hence the wood would be 
dry and porous and 
would 
absorb 
paint like a sponge, necessitating ai 
least one extra coat more than would 
ordinarily be

T here are a numbei of especially fine 
voices in the crowd and if they do 
not sing the roof off that mess hall 
before the convention ends, somebody 
m isses a guess, if the way they hav#1 
started is any criterion of the man 
ner in which it will end. 
Men and women wearing the yellow 
badges of the Bryan and Brazos Coun 
ty Commercial association were every 
where present as a reception comm it 
tee, and they saw th at the delegates 
got seats, got enough to eat and were 
made com fortable in every way thai 
the w eather will possibly perm it. The 
arrangem ents, m ade in such a brief 
time, speak w onders for the ability of 
Bryan to do things in a hurry and do 
them well. 
The mess hall of the academ y was 
converted into a sort of am phitheatre. 
in which 497 chairs were placed in a 
semi-circle with the presiding 
offi­ 
cer’s stand, piano and organ on the 
west side. 
The hall, finished in pan­ 
eled w ainscoating and walls, lent it­ 
self readily to the patriotic decora 
tive scheme, in which United tSates 
flags, big and little, were profusely 
employed. 
A num ber of fans 
were 
placed about the hall, changing the 
air often and m aking the place cool 
and comfortable. 
The tables were strung along 
for 
large distances beneath old, 
wide-

hall and plenty of ice w ater. 
This, 
having been published was resented in 
some quarters and steps were taken 
promptly after that, it being shown 
that a large crowd would be on hand, 
to provide for all who should come, 
md the invitation was made general. 
Accordingly, 
com m ittees 
were 
ap­ 
pointed and they began their work 
with prom ptness. 
The finance com­ 
mittee got very busy and the barbe­ 
cue com m ittee w ent out here in the 
country som ewhere, spent the night 
in watching the fires and had suffi- 
ient at Allen academ y to feed the 
m ultitude that 
assem bled 
Saturday. 
Perhaps 1000 pounds of m eat

academ y was the lack of capacity of 
the convention hall, there being in­ 
sufficient room to seat all the thou­ 
sands who were present. 
There if 
now talk of erecting a large auditor­ 
ium for this and other conventions 
that m ight be induced to come here. 
Between 300 and OO pounds of meat 
were left over, together with a lot of 
bread and other victuals. These were 
placed in the big refrigerator at th 
academ y and thoroughly iced.

morning men and women of the city 
made up packages of food and dis 
n itrated them among the poor of th 
city and surrounding country.

Field Superintendent of Texas Conservation an 
Reclamation Association in Bryan—Is Here to 
Stimulate Interest in Constitutional Amendment 


A. D. Jackson, field superintendent 
of the Texas State Conservation and 
R eclam ation association, arrived in 
Bryan yesterday for the purpose of 
arousing interest in 
th e 
proposed 
am endm ent to the Texas constitution 
relative to flood control, 
irrigation 
and w ater power. 
The election is to 
be held August 21, and he is touring 
the state for the purpose of stim ulat­ 
ing in terest in those m ost concerned, 
as for example, the plantation owners 
of Brazos county who have suffered 
from disastrous floods in the past and 
are suffering from drouth now'. 
The proposed am endm ent 
is 
a t­ 
tached to article 16 of the constitu­ 
tion and the first paragraph explains 
its purpose: 
‘Section 59. 
(a) The conservation 
and developm ent of all of the natural 
resources of this state, including the 
control, storing, preservation and dis­ 
tribution of Its storm and flood wa­ 
ters, th e w aters of its 
rivers 
and 
stream s, for irrigation, power and all 
other useful purposes; the reclam a­ 
tion and irrigation of its arid, sem i­ 
arid and other lands needing irriga­ 
tion, th e reclam ation and drainage of 
its over flowed lands and other lands 
needing drainage, 
the 
conservation 
and developm ent of its forests, w ater 
and hydro-electrie power, the naviga­ 
tion of its inland and coastal w aters, 
and the preservation and conservation 
of all such natural resources of the 
state, are each and all hereby de­ 
clared public rights and duties; and 
the legislature shall pass 
all 
such 
laws as may be appropriate thereto.” 
Tho second 
paragraph 
authorizes 
the form ation of conservation 
and 


reclam ation districts and th e third 
paragraph refers to the issuance of 
bonds or other forms of indebted­ 
ness for the purpose of carrying on 
Hie work. 
Based on the old, sound doctrine 
th at “all w ater may and should be 
used as near as possible lo where it 
falls, or comes to the surface,” law's 
m ay be enacted under this am end­ 
m ent w'hich will enable the people of 
any water-shed for instance, to form 
a district of all lands th at m ay pos­ 
sibly be affected by im provem ents in 
any p art of the d istrict and proceed 
to work controlling such w ater and 
assessing the charges according to 
the benefits received by any lands 
or other Interests. 
W hich m eans that valley lands may 
be reclaim ed from overflow, perhaps 
by the district building large storage 
reservoirs in tile upper reaches of the 
stream , or its tributaries, thus re ­ 
tarding the run off and giving the 
channel ample time to dispose of its 
flow, obviating a large levee expense, 
or if levees are necessary they may 
be less expensive than levees alone 
are to be depended upon for flood 
prevention. 
Also for the creation of levee dis­ 
tricts. large or small, w ithout consti­ 
tutional restrictions, to build levees 
for the prevention of floods or 
re­ 
claim ing overflowed lands. 
Also lands needing irrigation may 
then be able to use the very w ater 
th at would have dam aged the low 
lands down the river by draw ing the 
storage w ater from behind such dam s 
and leading it away into the fields, 
w here a fter irrigating the crops it 


finds its way back to the stream for 
further use below, or into the heavens 
to fall again as rain. 
Also the releasing of (his w ater pri^ 
duces power which 
these 
districts' 
may conserve and use or sell. 
Also by 
creating 
these 
storage 
dam s and storage reservoirs the n at­ 
ural flow of the w ater will be doubled 
and m ultiplied many tim es, and many 
stream s th at flow only a short tim e 
after each rain will 
be 
perennial 
stream s of regular flow. 
T herefore a district m ay bond itself 
by a vote of Its property ow ners and 
control its w aters and other resources 
for its use, having for sale, to pay its 
bonds and interest, etc. 
T hese great 
necessities th at have a ready m arket, 
to-wit: 
Irrigation w ater, power and 
im m unity from overflow and 
even 
transportation facilities; 
and 
large 
fish supplies will be created for the 
public use. 
B etter clim ate conditions 
will be created. 
It is estim ated th at 
35,000,000 acres of land in Texas may 
easily 
he 
reclaim ed 
under 
this 
am endm ent, and the value of sam e 
enorm ously incresaed. 
This will re­ 
duce the taxes of the entire state very 
m aterially. 
But no burden is placed upon any 
person not receiving benefits com­ 
m ensurate w ith same, and not even 
th at w ithout a vote of the property 
ow enrs first being taken. 
The ques­ 
tion, therefore, to be settled August 
21st, when the election is to be held' 
for the adoption of this am endm ent, 
is w hether you are willing for the 
citizens and property ow ners of this 
state to protect their property at their 
owta expense.
